in hgards,and like Lyon in leed fright them with your ſuttle 
loalt es, or elie like Elephants carrie whole C aſt!es on y our 
backs and furni.hthoſecallles with good ſtore of gold and ſil- 
uer, ſu will they be affraid to aſſault yon: let not your ſtrength 
or coutagelye altozether hke the Lyons in your taiſe, but 
rather in the paw: Stretch forth that boldly, and whatſocuer it 
ſaſtens vpon (albeit it ſhould be a hole Lor dſuip, ye letit 
nat goe till you haue torne it ia ſunder. and w ade it more ſeuell 
then Salut ary- plaine: and ¶ you the Wilde e Tae For- 
reſt( Imeane the Gallants and yonger Brothers of this or any 
other kingdome) looke that you pre ſerue well the hornes of 
that aboundancc, lelt vnto you by your ſcraping and carefull 
Fathers, leaſt they fal into the handes of Vſurers { who cem- 
only ate the keepers of your. Land:) as forfeit, or rather ( as 
theit fee:) make the pales of their parkes where you tun hye, 
that neither you brealce out of them, nor others breake them 
down and ſo ſcatter you. Suffer no raſcal deer to run amongſt 
you, that is to ſay,no-Pandars,Buffons, Engliſh Guls, nor Pa-

O You'likewiſe the Hares of the field ! thet is to ſay, the 
Punies and young Frye ot the Le, tc you amor g he reſt 
doth my Rauen open her Bill: Liſten chere ote to her omi- 
nous veyce, for the prognotlicateth that many plagues will 
fall vpon you. 

Read you only the Dog - daves of this Almanacke, for whe 
the Sunne entreth into Leo, and chat 15 in the middle of the 
yearc,andout of te arme time, you (hall ſinde it will be excce- 
ding hot walking vp and downe Fleet- ſtreet and Holborney 
eſpecially for thoſe that all tis laſt Chriſtmas haue given out 
in Cheaplide amongit the Mercers, that they mult be Re- 
uellets. 

It is threatned alſo by thoſe Celeſtiall influences, that work 
not in heauen for nothing, that you will this yeare by reaſon 
of certaine bitter froſts which ſhall drive you to drinke burat 
Sacke, and rather deſire to plead at a Teuerne Barre, and 
wrangle tur a reckoning, then at a Ve xminſter Barre and 
weare your Gownes thred-bare, by ſhouldring one another 
about Clyants cauſes, andthat yet not- vith- ſtanding, you 
ſhali ſo plie the Caſes of rhe Common Lawe, that you ſhall 
note aſvell in Teatme- time, as inthe vacation, till you haue 
no Feathers left on your backes: how beit I note and finde it 
written by an olde le viſhi Rabben, that you ſhall be luſtye 
enough for all your ſVeainges and mo) linges, and ſo full of 
health, that you vill ſcorne to keep your beds, but for mate 
lecuritie, put the Blok ers in Long - lane ia ttuſt to keepe them 
Lor vou. 

I read likewiſe, that vou will be ſo haunted with vayne- 
glorie, phantaſticallitie, Pride. Braꝝ gatiſme, Apithnes ot wit, 
ndiculous maners, (xaggeting. & a thouſand ſucl. byangles,

As tot you that are to be tu quarter Pꝛti ons, or the fourth 
Murcrs in this my Dedication, You that ate the meete Sonnes 
of Citizens, who never heard any R ſique but the ſound of 
Bow bell: you that all your lives ume ſcaice trauell to Grawes- 
end, becauſe yon ate {worne tokeepe within the comp iſle of 
the Freedome : Lou whoſe wittes wreſty only for two wayes, 
monye, aud to beate Oſſices in the Pri h, I place yeurn the 
latter end of this pref.ce tothe Rea A m nach, though 
you deſet ue to ſtand lice dominical Letters(atthe beginning 
of eue iy wee ke ia red) becauſe you are of the golden age, or 
rather yon ate the Golden number to 1609. Yet give me 
leaue ti tell you, that this yeare will bring many i iſcties v 
pon your heads, yet ſhall it happen well enough to many of

The wozky dates of euerie month this yeare,ſhall not bee 
kept as they haue bene in yeares befoze,toz by meancs of ccr 
taine diſeaſes. that are likely toraigne amongſt tradeſ-mcn, 
as the lazie euill.tha & ethargie, which is a fo:gettulnes of 
our awne eſtate:digines of the head, (cauſed by ibe fumes of 

good d2inke)and ſuch like: men of occupations ſhal in ſpitc of 
93der,02 the tules of Almanack-waiters-turne wo2ky-daies 
into holly-daie s: ea, and women ſhall this peare hold þoliy- 
daies in ſuch baſe contempt, that though thetr huſbands doe 
then ſhut vp ſhoppe, and vtter not tbeir wares» yet hall ths 
wines fa!lfo wozke in their ſecret Chambers. 

Amonaft Gentlemen that hane ſull pur ſles, and thoſe that 
trie trillil,lct the woꝛld ſlide. the week ſhall ron out ſo quickly 
and ſo merrily, that on the Datterday uo ning it wal be hard 
ſo; them to tel whether the day that went befe2ze were friday. 

C he ſame leſſe 07 memoꝛie will tall von many that ſh al go 
dꝛunk to bed: but tb thoſe who ſhat themielues vp in Cenn- 
ters and other plates of deere reckoning becaule they hate the

(+thoſe no (mall fooles neither) that ſhall not haue power af 
dig) noone to beholve (t.Zbe Poone(like a Beule will bp 
ber olo byas,onely ſhe will he verte various in her inflaence, 
fo2 as well men as women ſhall bee moze madde in ihe other 
quarters then in that whergia are playd ſuch trickes by the

ſaide Sunne ſhall be at the grtateſt South declination fron 
the Cquinattall ine, and ſo 02th, withmuch moe ſuch Kaffe 
then any meerc En zliſh nan tan vnderſtand: no my countc:ie- 
men neuer beat the buch ſo long to ſinbe out TWiater, where 
he l. es like a begger ſhiueting with colde, but take tbeſe from 
me as certame, and moſt int ainble rules: know when winter 
plomes are ripe and ready to be gathered, 

When Charit / blowes her nailes,# isready to ſt ixuc, pet 
not ſo much as a N iteh nan will lend ber a flapot᷑ ds froze 
Gown? to kee her warme: when tradeſmen ſhut vp ſhops, 
by reaſon their frozen hearted credito2s goe about to nip them 
with beggerꝛe: when the pꝛite of Dea-cole riſeth, and the p2ice 
of mens laboures falleth when eucric Chimnye caltcs out 
ſmoak, but ſcarce any doꝛeopens ts caſt ſomuch as a matibone 
to a Dag to gnaw: when beaſts die ſoꝛ want ol fodder in the 
field, and men are ready to fainiſh foz want of foods in the ct- 
tie, when the firſt wo2d that a wench ſpeakes at your coming 
into her Chamber in amozning is, Prethee ſend tor ſome fa- 

ots. and the beft comfo2t a Lawyer heates you withal is to 
ap, what will you giue me: when olde men and their wines 
deuide the holy bed of marriage: when gluttons blow their 
Pattage to coole them: and Pzentiſcesblowe their nailes to 
beat them: and laſtly when the thames ts couered ouer with 
pte, and mens hearts caked ouer and cruſted with crucltie : 
Then mult thou 02 any man be bolve to ſweare tis winter. 

Now becauſe J finde in the Cphemerides of heauen, certain 
bn/ucky Criticall,and dangerous daies ſet down, whole fo2e- 
heads are ſullofplagues,and vader whole winges are hid o- 
ther diſmall nuſeries, that thzeaten this Region» At ſhal = 
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be amille if firſt J open the boſom: ot Winter, and ſhow unte 
you what diſeaſes hang don dum. 

I finde thertioꝛe that 12. great and gricuous plagues,ſhal 
eſpecially fall vpon the heads of this our Cnglith nation: and 
thoſe are tbeſe: v:z- 

r. Saint P. ulus plague is the firſt, yea, and one of the hea» 
uieſt e this is when a man hathneuer a penny in his purſſe, 
credit with his netghbo2zs,no2 a hole ta hide his bead in:alac k, 
how many pœꝛe people wil lye languiſhing of this d.ſ-aſe?how 
many that haue bowling alleys, nay, how many that walk in 
the middle Zle of Paules in reaſonable good cloathes, will be 
ſtrucke withthis plagne: it is harder to reckon them, then to 
rection vpthe virtues of a woman which are withont end. 

2. Daint Chads plague is next, and that is, hen a man 
that tranels hath a long 102aep, a tired hole. and little mo- 
ney: this plague th:eatens many pooʒe Pozkeſhire Clyents, 
and vnleſſe they ticep it off with their g ooks)ſame welchinen; 

3- aint Bene ts plague is the third, 4 that is, tolde cheare, 
hot woꝛts · and a ſcoulding wie: many Coblers will bs ſubiect 
fo this diſeaſe, but not li. long ſo2 it, but enery day be of the 
mending hand, matry it is thought their wines will pzoong 
wo: ſe and hh oꝛſe.

the Abbeſle, there were ſome twenty Nuns, all poung.lufty , 
and full of fauoar: very deuout, and yet no ſuch reclaſes, but

heel, began to ſaluie ger iu this manner. Farce 
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ſavꝛe Nun,and fayze maide, as J am your confefſo3,and haue 
power to abſolue ſo il you conceale any ſinne from me, it will 
craue the greater puniſhment:therfo;e b2tefely and faithfully 
anſwere me tomy queſtion.

And is it ſwet tmaiden ad. he) ſoꝛ thoſe ſins pou fight 
oh no holy father (quoth ſhe) fo2 they bee deeper paſſicns that 
make me ſo ſo2rowful: Why (lates the Fryer) is it pꝛide, coue⸗ 
touſneſſe,gluttony, enuy, w2atb, loath,oz any ſuch deadly 
ſinnes that dzine vou intothoſe dumps? J would ſaid Barbae 
dora) F were as free frem all otheras from theſe : then ſaid 
the Fryer, my life fo2 yours, it is ſome womans plagne you -

J p2ay pou ſir ſaith ſhe, what terineyou that plague ? marry

Barbadora being thus ſet fre from her often ſighes, could 
not keepe her owne counſell,but ſhe reuealed it vnto her bed⸗ 
fellow ( fo2 the cloſet ofa womans thoughts hangs at her 
tongues end) in ſuch ſoꝛt diſcourlt the concert of her cure vn⸗ 
to her, that lulia longed foz the confeſſing day, ( ſoꝛ ſo was ths 
Nuns bedfellow called) which being once come. and the in ſe⸗ 
cret with Fryer Pedro, aſter he had queſtioned her of many 
ſinnes, and giuen much denout and holy tounſell, at laſt ſhe 
hurſt foꝛth into plains termes, and tould him ſhee was trou- 
bled with the ſame firknefſe her bedfellow Barbadora was, 
and therfoze craued 5ᷣ like alliſtante at his hands. The Frier 
ſimling at this, was content to play the @urgeon to tore this 
plague, ſtill vnder the colo2 of auriculax confeMion,ſhadowing 
his villany, till ot twenty Nuns, fifteene were with childe. 

At laſt, time began tobabble,and the uns bellies to grow 
big, ſo that befoze thꝛte months were paſt, they began to feels 
5ᷣ fo2 the amt ding of their plague, they had a ſpite of Tunpany 
not long after, the woꝛld was quick, that the A uns grew big: 
and to be hꝛie fe, they feard their fellows ſhould perteiue their 
fault, ⁊ ſo bew2ay it to the Abbefſe, whereupon with a genes 
rall tõſent they all agreed at their nert confeſſion to bew2ay it 
to the Fryer, which was not long befo2e it hapned. Do Barba 
dora cunningly diſembling the matter, being foꝛmoſt of the 
reſt, becauſe ſhe was eldeſt and of greateſt account with the 
Abbeſſe, came to tõfeſſion. And whe Fryer Pedro began with 
many a ſmiling wke and holp kiſſe to griet her and queſtion 
her about her ſinnes, fetching a great ſigh made hun this ans 
ſ\vere: Pcuout father, to make a rehearſall of my ſinnes, is 
folly : to tell what particular offences haue ſcapt fcom me is 
necdle de, becauſe in one bꝛiefe wo2>,1s he that ſinnes in on 
ofthe ten tommandements b2-alics all, ſhe that by a Ft er 
is gotten with Child, hath blemiſht all her other vertues. 
And ſir, therefoꝛe I confeſſe heere that my belly is bigge, and 


rour ſwarte ſugery hath w2ought it: ſo epther you muſt 
C befſtix 
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beſtirre your wits to helpe now at a pinch, oz elſe your dif 
credit will be as great as my diſhonour. The Fryer although 
this motion had gteatly amazed him,yet he would not ſhew it 
in countenance, left he might diſcourage his faire Lemman, 
but bad her be of good chere, and not to feare, foꝛ he would be 
charie of her honoz and credite, and ſalue what was amiſſe to 
both their contents. J fir (qv.the) were my ſelfe onely in this 
perpleritic would not doubt of vour pꝛeſent deuiſe but thece 
is fourteene moze beſides my ſelſe, all troubled with the like 
ſwelling : What ſiſter ( qd. the Frycr)and with that hee fetcht 
a great ſigh, and ſaid, J haue made the olde ſaying true, who 
ſowes ſhall reape: J quoth Barbadora, if it be but a whip and 
a white ſherte, and therefoze god Fryer, take heede that your 
pennante be not wozſe then our punthment, ſoꝛ your ghoſtly 
ſurgerie hath bzought vs to this diuelliſh ſickneſſe. Feare no⸗ 
thing Darling (quothhe,and ſintid) Fryers haue wit, as wo⸗ 
men haue willes, and thereſdꝛe doubt not of any conteit, but 
tell me what is your greateſt care? Mary ( quoth ſhe) that 
the fiue that are free,percezue vs not, and ſo diſcouer our faults 
to the Abbeſſe. Leaue that to me (quoth he) J will take oꝛder 
foz that, to your high tontent, and ſo with great comfozt to his 
holy ſiſter he ſent her away with a kinde confeſſion, and toke 
himſelle to the reſt, who all ſung the ſame ſong that Barbadora 
did, which put the podꝛe Fryerto his ſhifts, but when hee had 
confeft them all, ſubtilly hc went to the Abbeſſe 4 ſaluted her, 
and ſhe returning him as kindly greetings, queſtioned how 
her twelue Nuns p2ofitedin vertue Truelp Padam (ſapd 
Pedro) well, but amongſt twelue Diſciples there was one 
Iudas: and when Adam had but two ſonnes, one p2ooucd a 
murderer:in Noahs Arke there was one Cham, and where 
God hath a Church, the diuell hath a Chappell. 

The Abbeſſe hearing the holy Father beginning ſuch an 
enigmaticall exoꝛdium, began toſuſpec that there was ſome 
miſchante amongſt her Nuns, and therefoꝛe called him into 
the Doꝛter, and deſired him to bew2ay vnto her what was a- 
mongſt the Siſtere: the for (that had fed von ſo much nutten 

cunningly 
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cunningly began to inſinuate himſelfe vader the ſhape of A - 
bacuk,thus Madam you know that it behwues a Confeſſo2 to 
be 3s ſecret as ſeuere, and to conceale ofences,as woll as he 
appoints coꝛted ion fo: finnes, therefaze J may not noz dare 
not foz mine oath reneale what either J know oꝛ they haue 
confeft, but this in pꝛiuate J giue you as a Caueat, if they 
ſtay long in your Cloiſter, they will diſcredit your houſe, and 
bꝛing it in great app2obatious queſtion: with that he named 
the fiuc hongſt uns, and with a ſolemne pꝛoteſtation, admo⸗ 
nicht the Abbeſſe as ſpeedily as might be to conuey them out of 
the Nunry with credit. She thanking the holy Father fo2 his 
care he had of her honour,gaue him gold fo2 his paines, t bad 
bun farewell,ſfill imagining what this matter might be; and 
examine them ſhe durft nat, leſt they ſhould ſuſpect their Con- 
teſſoʒ had diſcouered their confeflion, and ſa vpan their com- 
plaint bzing the Fryer to further trouble, yet willing to hane 
them remoued( (9 to ſaue her houſe from blemiſh)the ſent ſoz 
their friends, and dealt ſo couertly andcunningly with them, 
that they were taken home foz a time, till further tryall of 
theirfoztunes might be had. Their friends and parents ſo2- 
*cwfull and grie uing, that they aboue the reſt ſhould miſcarry, 
vet conceald all, and ſhadowed their home comming by ſun- 
dꝛy ercuſes,and pet not ſo cunningly but the common peo- 
ple began to i:nagin diuerſly of their departure, but none durſt 
cenſure openly though they muttered in ſecret,ſo that efter 
many daies all was whiſht,and the other Nuns were glad, 
foꝛ all were fcathered of one wing, and did fo cloſely com- 
fo2t themſelues, that the Abbelle ſuſpected nothing, and Fry- 
er Pedro had moze free acceſſe to Clergiſie his holy Trains 
and confeſſants, and made an agreement. that which of them 
was b2ought to bed firT, ſhould giue him their Childe , 
and he would conuay it away to their content and his owne 
credit.

her own pollicte could ſaue her honeſty, fo2 riſing as their cus 
ſtome is at twelue a clock at night to ſing certaine Himmes, 

Barbadorain the midſt ofthe quire fell in trauell, and though 

ſhe ſought by all meanes toconceale, and to bide many ſoꝛe 

pangs, pet at laſt ſhe was faine with a loud alarum to cry hier 

then they ſung, which theAbbeTe hearing ſtaid their Pattins

ſeing, after ſhe knew that all danger was zal ſhe raged and 

railed againſt the poꝛe Nun, laying open not onely the agrees 

uouNneſſe of the ſin, but alſo her owne diſcredit, and cheifly y 

blemiſh that ſhouldredound to her, to the houſe, + all her {cl- 

low Nuns, thꝛeugh her only⸗lightnes ot hee liſe:aſter the had 

almoit chaſt her ſelfe out of bꝛeath, ſhe queſtioned who was 

the Father, and Barbadoratn great contrition of minde, told 

her how her holy Father Frier Pedro ud it. The Abbeſſe 

ſwearing a moꝛtall reuenge againſt the Frier fo2 the loue the 

bare to Barbadoras. Father Signior Ideaques Bartolos. 4 fo2 

the care ſh? had, leaſt if this fact were knowne, her Nanrie 
told grow in open contempt, ſhe began to ſalue the matter a 
monaſt the Nuns: J car ot deny ſiſters quoth ſhe, but as your 

vowis holy. ſo the bꝛeach of virginity in this caſe deſernes no 
leſſe then hell fire + without repentance can haue no abſolute 
pardon,fo2 the ſcape ofa Nun is y102e then of another oꝛdina 
ry Nloman, and fo2 that courſe onely vpon ſuſpition, J reino 
ned fiue ot᷑ pour fellowes which J thought faultie vet fleſh is 
fraile,4 women are weake veſſels, eſpecially tempted by ſuch 
aſubtil Serpent as Frier Pedro is, and therefoze the fault - 
the 
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the leſle . the moze willingly to be ſhadowed,ſo that I charge 
pou here to conteale the matter both fo2 your own mine ho* 
nonr: and it any of vou all haue bern by him perſwaded to the 
like folly, tell it to me now in ſecret, and J wil be as fllenf as. 
your ſelues to ſalue and ſaue your honeſties. The Runs hea⸗ 
ring this, all fonrterne fell down on their knies befoze the Ab⸗ 
belle and ctied out vpon frier P edro(letcherou s Frier Pedro) 
and curſt him:the Abbeſſe ſuſpecting nothing of the whole 74, 
bad them beware not only ofhimfo2 he ſhould no moze come 
within their Dozto2) but of all dthers that hereafter ſhold be 
their Confeſſo2s. Alas Madam ( ad lv)iana)it istolate,fo: we 
all : 4. are with childe by him: marry God foꝛbid ( qd the Ab- 
beſſe) and bleſt her, what ( qd ſhe)ic at aclap with childe, and 
only by one Frier Then J fee well the diuell is grown de⸗ 
uout, when Friers de ale their almes ſo franckly:but by ſweet 
S. Anne ſaid he) J will be reuenged on the Frier, and all the 
Couent ſhall pay ſweetly fo2 ingroſfing the market, and buys 
ing ſo much lleſh *o2 his owne dyet. 

Oo he {el to moꝛe ſtrickt examination of them, whether any 
moe fcicrs tame with hint 02 no? and they conſeſt that he had 
pꝛocured euery one of them a loucr, ⁊ deliuered their names, 
which the tabing note of, deferd not reuenge vory long , left 
ſuſpition miqht be had, dut thus tunningly ſought to acquite 
the wꝛongs pꝛofered both to her ther houſe:ſheſent her ſtews 
ard abꝛoad to buy great pꝛouiſion ofvictuals, then herown 
ſeife went to p Abbot, and deſired that her Confeſſo2 and 14. 
of is friends might take part ofa feaſt which ſhe han pꝛoui⸗ 
ded:the Abbot granted, + the Friers gane her great thanks e 
pꝛomiſed to tome, all laughing in their flceues that ſhe ſhould 
giue the faire Nuns and them leaue to haue one merry ſupper: 
together, ſeeing in ſecret they had ſo many nights lodging w 
them. The Abbeſſe went home ſiniling, and pꝛouided certain 
tall ſturdy knaues fo2 vᷣ purpoſe, that were tennents, and be⸗ 
ton ning to the lands of the Nunry, +conuated them all neere 
vnto the backe plate of the Chappell, and had giuen them her 
minde out plainlp, to deale with * friers as ſhe had decrerd:

but howſoeuer, the old Abbeſſe gaue them a mot courteous 


to giue entertainment: they gratulated her curteſies, « ſhe 
led them all into a great Parloz,where ſhe canſed the Ote⸗ 
ward to bzing them in Wine: then the place being ſtrong, che 
went fozth and called the Confefo2 to her. and then leading 
him into the backe rome appointed foz the purpoſe , the tall 
knaues laid hold on him, and there tripping him ints his ſhirk 
they toke a great thz& fozked ueile. and faſtened the Fryers 
Zowcets of dimiſſo2ies falk to the block, to — ry E 
amaſing of the Fryer. Well,howſoener hee complained, he 
could not get any anſwere of the AbbeCe, but that ſhee lar gt 
beartily: and thus by one and one ſhe dzew out the Fryers, 
and napled them faſt in their ſhirts fo the blocks; then laying 
downe by every one ofthem a ſharp knife ſhe began to maks 
her Ozation thus. Gentle Father Pedro, and you the reſt of 
the holy Fcyers,you know the ſmalleſt ſin cranes ſome pen · 
nance in the Lay people, then what doe great offences in Fry- 
ers? he which knowes his Paſters will and doth it not. 
muſt be beaten with many ſtripes: ſo you that know letcherie 
was a deadly fin,and had all by ſolemne oathes vowed cha- 
ffitie,hane gotten all the Nuns of my houſe with child. Ther⸗ 
foze J in charitie haue fo2 ponrſoules health appointed you 
this pennance. At that woꝛd all the country fellowes ſet fire 
in the thatch,and the houſe began to burne: you ſc (quoth the) 
either burne to death,ozels here ly kniues to free your ſelues, 
now it is at your one choice whether you wil burnc oꝛ geld 
your 
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your ſelues, and hereafter endenour to keepe thaſtitie. 

The Fryers hearing this hard reſolution,began wit; ham- 
blelokes to intreat her, but in vaine ſhe made them all a low 
curteſte and went her wales. 

The Fryers in great perplexitie ſteing the houſe all on fire, 
and that they began to frie in their ſhirts,and the houſe read 
to fall about their eares; Fryer Pedro learning firſt to play 
man, toke the knife and whipt off his genito2ies,and away he 
runs towards the Abbey, and euerp frier fearing the fire, plaid 
the like part, and away they run blerding, as faft as their legs 
would carrie them:the fire grew great, and it was Ined 
a farre off, ſo that Signior Ideaques Bartolos ( —— Fa- 
ther) eſpied it, fearing his daughters miſhap,ran thither him- 
ſelfe. The Abbot being told the Nunry was on fire, made no 
little haſt fo2 feare ofhis Fryers, e an infinite of other people 
being devoutly minded to the Nunry ran thither,andas they 
went, Signior Bartolos ; the Abbot,met the Fryers running 
away in their ſhirts, which amafing them, the Abbot ſaid what 
newes Fricr Pedro? what, the Nunry a fire,and you run a⸗ 
way in pour ſhirts, what meaneth this: J know not, J know 
not ur ( ſaid he) wee were there late enough, the divell burne 
houſe, Abbeſſe, Nuns and all, and away trudged the Conent, 
euery man to his lodging, and ſending ſpceduy foz a ſkilfull ſur⸗ 
geon, the Abbot with the reſt of the towneſ-men,and Signior 
Bartolos came thither, and by that time the rofe was pulled 
downe,and all quencht,and they found the Abbeſſe ready to 
entertain them friendly. They wondꝛing at this, demended 
how the fire came, and what the reaſon was the Fryers ran as 
wap in their ſhirts : The Abbeſſe retounted vnto them from 
point to point. what had hapned, and how fiſterne of the Nuns 
were with childe vnder the ſhadow of confeſſion. by thoſe » * 
Fryers, + therefoze ſhe had ſought reuenge to cleare her ſelſe 
of that cri ne: becau pour eics ſhall witnes what bitter pu⸗ 
niſhment J haue appointed thcia fo2 pennance, come all with 
me i ſo the led them into the back rome, where ſhe ſhewed the 
the kniues, what the Fryers foz frare had left behind them. 
At this they all fell into a great laughter, except Bartoſos 


who grieued foz his Daughter Barbadota) pet he highly 
tam. 
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commended the Abbelle fo2 her renenge, e ſhe was honous 
red though the citie:the Nuns baniſht their religeous houſe, ' 
the Friers put out oftheſe Dozto2s:and the fiue pwze Nuns 
that were thꝛuſt outi without cauſe)entertained againe: and 
euer alter. the Nunry was in great fame and credit. Now to 
a ſecond remedy, how to ſtop the mouthofa Aſurer, when hu 
couetouſnes complaines of famine and cannot bee ſatiſficd.

8 Rauenſpurge, in Germany, there dwelled a Jew that 
was a vſurer, who kucd by y ſpoil ofhis purlo:ning faculty 
and reapt with eaſe what others had purchaſt with laboz:rich 
be was, and well momed, e ready to lend vpon any reaſona- 
ble aCurance: but as he was ſweet to pleaſure at the firſt, ſo at 
the laſt, whoſoruer taſted' of his fauours, found them bees w 
ſtings, and faire panthers with deuouring panches, that al his 
curtefies were but fowlers gins tobzing a bird to the ſnare, 
and then to pzep vpon them like Crocodiles aliue:fo2 this mis 
ſerable Jew was plyant to the ſuite of ny man, that bought 
him either ſufficift ſnerty oz pawn:but ifhe bꝛoke one minut 
of his appointed houre, he toke the fozfeits w all extremitie. 
Oathering thus.infinit treaſurs into his hands, he grew by 
this extoꝛting qualitie to de one of the richeſt men in Raueuſ⸗ 
purge: pet though his wealth was great, the in debt to none, 
his belly ſued an action of treſpaſſe (damage fiue hundꝛeth 
pounds) againſt him, as being indebted to it, in ſo much fo2 ha 
gry meales, and hard cheere that her had paſt ouer in his life- 
tune, foꝛ he was not only ſpare in his diet, but miſcrable,ara- 
ting himſelfe oftentimes no other then water to quench his 
thirff, and feeding vpon nothing but the moſt re/uſe meate in 
the ſhambles to ſatiſfie his hunger. This Jew called [oachin 
Gorion, thus flouriſhed and t.2ke his onely felicitie in freding 
his eyes wtth the fight of infinite treaſure, not reſpea ing the 
ruine of many pwze men, ſo he by their nitſeries mightintich 
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dimſel . Mhert upon he grew in ehen tontempt, and hatred 
of all the peopic, but as the Fer the moꝛt he is curſt, the better 
he fareth, ſo loachim the moꝛe the pw2* erclaimed againit 
him, the moꝛe his p2ofits andieneaewes came in. 

At laſt it ſoꝛtuned that a Farmer bozdering niere vato Ra- 
uenſpurgt, being called Hans V an Limericke, hauing a ſum of 
money to pap, oꝛ elſe ta loſe certaine commodities ſiue tunes 
woꝛth the value, not knowing how to furmiſh himſe!fe with ſo 
much copne,and finding friends ſlacke in time of neteſſitp, at 
length called to minde this wꝛetched Uſurer Gorian, and 
though he knew him to be a man ot no conſciente, vet aſſuring 
hunſolſe how he was able to pay his money that he bozrowed 
againe at the day, was the better enconraged to deale with 
him, fo that coneting rather to bzoke an inconnentence , 
then \uffer a miſthieſe, hee went to the houſe ot loachim, & 
b:oke the matter vnto him: the Jew neuer denied but friend!y 
pꝛomiſed him to lend him ſo much ſo he micht haue ſufficient 
aſſurance foꝛ his money. Han: hearing this, was glad, and ſaid 
he ment to lay him his farme and all his Lands in moꝛ gage, W 
a letter of deſeiſantt retogniſed, that all the land ſhould be his, 
if either he bꝛoke the day oꝛ hourt. The touetous Aews was 
content, ſo that taling a dede ot gift with a pꝛouiſo ot him, 
he tendered downe the monep, and ſo fittedand ſupplied the 
Farmers pꝛeſent want, whoa went home meriir, 4 diſpatthed 
ſuch Creditoꝛs as he was vyen that day to diſcharge. The 
Jewe knowing the jrarme to be a pꝛetp plot, well ſtituated 
and thr ti nes worth the money, wicht Limerick dead, that 
he might freely enter poTeMon ot his gods and lands, but it 
fell ont contrary to his deſite and erpecation, fo2 the Farmer 
carcu!l of his d2p, betauſe he new the hard conſcience of the 
Tiſurer, ſtrand umſeltr and his friends and pꝛouided the mo⸗ 
ney , and af the tune appꝛinted tame and bꝛouaht it to Gon. 
ons houſe: now the money was tobe paid betwerne two and 
th:wzin the after none, which Hans knowing; was there Halfe 
an haure after two to deliuer his money: The Aſurer hearing 

hat he was tone. wa greatly grened that he had kept touch 
F fo

ſo well, and therefo:e thought to — him with flat po⸗ 
liticke couſinage, which he performed 
The Aſurer had a clocke in his houſe, which went wich ſuch 
vices and gammals, that by letting downe a pullie, he could 
make it ſtrike what acloke himſelfe would: ſo that ſending 
downe woꝛd to him that he would come by and bp. hee went 
hunſel e and ſtraind the pully, and the clocke pꝛeſentip ſtruke 
tha: whereupon the Jewe came downe, and demanded - 
Limericke what he would haue? Parriefir (quoth he) J 
haue bꝛought vou home the mony J boꝛrowed of you, with þ 
appoynted loane, and a thouſand thanks, beſides: pꝛomiſing 
fo2 this ſauourener to eeſt yours whilſt J live. My money 
Hans? (qd. he) why doſt not know the effects of p recogniſance? 
I pzay thee at what houres was the money to be paide? be- 
terne two and th;e (quoth Limerickd) why ſo then it is 
now paſt thꝛer, and therefoze Ile none ot the mony, but ſt and 
to the fozfeite ofthe bands that are loſt to me by m22gage: at 
this the poze farmer was ſome thing amazed, pet thinking 
the Jew had but teſted, he ſmild, and began to turne the mos 
nepon the boꝛd, to tender it: but loachim tolde him flat that 
he was in carneſt, and would none of the monep: why Sir 
(quoth Hans) though your clocke hath ſtcucken ther by o⸗ 
ther clockes it is little paſt two, and therefoꝛe J hope you will 
not ſo vniuſtly ſtand vpon the aduantage: the Uſurer anſwe- 
red him that his clocke went right and he would take none: v⸗ 
pon which they feil at great debate, till at laſt other clockes in 
the towne ſtrucke thz& alſs, which when the Jew heard, her 
was glad, and bad him if he could count what it was a clocke, 
to be bziefe,he would not receiue a penny, ut ſtode to the ex 
tremity ofthemo2gage. | 
The poꝛe Farmer grieuouſly perplered, intreated him 
with rcares, obicaing that if it were ſo, a minutes bꝛeach was 
not much: but iu vaine all his perſwafions were boteleſſe 
bzeathed into the ayre, ſoꝛ the Jew that had his hart as ſunty 
as Adament, felt no remoꝛſe, but went into his cloſet, and left 
po;e Limericke with his complaints, who ſozrowrully — 
ome 
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home to his wife, dew3aide the matter vnto her, who partf- 
king her husbands griefe with equall diſcontent, perſwaded 
him to patience, and told him her had no better remedy then to 
make his complaint to the Signozie and rulers of the Cittie. 
which he did, and cald the Jew at a Law day befoze the indge, 
and there reuaeled his caſe at large, fozmight ouer-comming 
right, and money peruerting the truth, he went home with a 
fleain his eare, vtterly vndone and beggered, and the Uſurer 
merily tryumphing in the verdite of his cenenves. 

Ti4is paſt on a yeere oꝛ two, till at laſt pooze Hans grew to 
th it ertreame want, that hee had neither money, credit, noz 
heu e to put his head in, which ſo vered him, that at length 
he grew weary of his life: fo: being falne ſrom a man ofſome 
account to great contempt by his pouertie , he waredinto a 
kinde of de pairing lunacie, and had oftentimes in his melan⸗ 
choliy humoꝛ ſlaine himſclie,had not his wiſe pzenented him 
by her carcfull diligence. 

TAbile thus Limeri ke lined in beggers eſtate with his wife 
and th2ee ſwall childꝛen, this Jew (this loachim) this wzet- 
ched Uurer, as he tryumphed in his wealth, was one dap 
ſuddealy tricked with ſicknefſe that he went to his bed, and 
there lay fill he grew queſie at the heart, and then hee ſent foz 
phiſitians whom he greaſed with golde, and bad them ſpare 
foz no toſt, ſo he might recouer his fozmer health: they applyed 
Potions, Eleduaries, Gliſters, Purgations, and Pilles, but 
in vaine. Contra vim mortis, non eſt medicamen in hortis. 

They could finde out no Simple, Bearbe,Stone noꝛ Mine 
tall, Dꝛugge noz compound ſo comfoꝛtable, that any wap 
might mittigate his diſeaſe, ſo that growing paſt helpe 
of man, the Phifitianslefthim, and certaine deuout men of 
the towne came to perſwade him to God, ſeeing hee was no 
man of this wo2ld, wifhinghim to enter with deepe inſight 
into his owne minde, and to ſearch his conſtience foꝛ many 
wꝛongs and crto2tinginiuries hee had offered to pooꝛe men, 
ſetting beſoꝛe his eyes the papnesof Yell due to finners, 
as tondignepunichment. Ioachim hearing all, a long time 
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time with patience anſwerer not a wozd, but onelp deſired the 
to depart, « to trouble hum no moꝛe ſoꝛ a while: ich they did, 
and he turning himſe lte, lay two oz that huures in a trance 
conſidering and repeating in his minde, the infinite wꝛongs 
and palpable iniuries he had offered the poꝛe, the widde w and 
ſatherleſſe, which ſtriking a remoꝛſe into his conſcience, eting 
he muſt die, and meaſuring his finnes with the iuſfice of God, 

and haning no grace to thinke vpon his mercie, hee ſtarted vp, 
and with his eyes ſtaring, cryed vnto his man and ſapd, oh the 
Plague, the plague, the plague is here my gen, the plague: his 
man thmking he had raude fo2 want of flap, deſired him to be 
patient, and to leaue oti thoſe franticke exclamations. Oh thou 
of my tribe (ad. he) J am in mpright minde, the plague is here 
tuen in my conſcit ute, in my iuluard ſoule, J am wo2% then 
Caingz ludas: J haue murdered nioze then tbey two by er⸗ 
to2tion;+therefoze J cannot be ſaued: the plague is in inp con⸗ 
ſcience. my Ben, the plaque: his man (although hee hated his 

maiſter) 4 wiſht him at the Diuel, pet to blind the wo2ld with 

the opinion of a dutitull feruant,hr pꝛeſently ran 702 the chicfe- 
»Wurgamallexs of the towne,who comming haſtily to comfoꝛt 

and counſell him, found him ju this diſpairing humour, and 

could by no means dꝛaw him to any hope of grate:where vpon 

they left hun as he liued , fo gaue him ouer to die, he cõtinuing 
mull in this melancholly deſpaire. While thus he languiſhed in 

this mad mode. Hans and his family harbozed in poo2e eſtate 

in the Citty, and hearing of this extreme ſickneſſe of the Jew, 

was glad that God had ſo ſharply auenged hun of his enemy: 

but pet this miſhap bꝛed him ſmall helpe, wherevpon defirous 

to die, he went. and at an Apothecaries ſhop bought hun a moꝛ⸗ 
tall confedion, u ig he purpoſed to take to rid him from his 

pꝛeſent miſerie. 

Pauing kept it a long while in a Nioll, at laſt he ſat in a great 
ſtudie vpon his pꝛeſent hard foꝛtunts, and hovering betwene 
grace a diſpaire, at laſt he reſolued to go try now what this Us 
ſurer would dos happily (ſaid he fo himſelfe) his ticknes hath 
altered his conſcience, and his minde is better now toucht 
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Wifh the doubt of death, then when befoze hee had no other 
thoughts but vpon lice, ſo that J will make experience if her 
will compaſſionate my miſcrie, and make ſome reſtitution of 
that which ſo wzongully hee detaineth from me. In this 
unade the poꝛe man went to Gorions houſe, and knocking at 
the doꝛe, hefoundnone there but poꝛe Benjamin, who was 
almoſt wearte of his life, with the extreame trauell that hee 
had with his lumticke Jewiſh Paſter, and he pwze ſoule be- 
gan to turne Chziſtian, and to pittie the Farmer, and wiſht 
him to cone in. 

It may be (faith he) grace pet will be ſent to him, and the 
touch of his exhoztion will turne his conſcience,therfo2e come 
vnto him, and ſpeake face to face with him: The Farmer glad 
of this, came into the chamber and ſaluted him in moſt hum⸗ 
ble manner. Whois that (oh Ben) ſaies the Jew. that ſalutes 
me ? It is ſir (quoth he) the pe farmer whoſe lands you ens 
tred vpon by a fozfeit of mo2gage.At that as well as he could, 
he raiſed hunſelfe vp in his bed, and cryed out, Aillaine take 
heed, he comes to rob me, beware of him, loke to my Coffers, 
to my gold, tomy wꝛitings: where are my keves? Sir (ſaith 
Beniamen) they be about your necke: fo2 in his molt extremi⸗ 
tie, no, not till his lateT gaſpe would her part from them, ſa 
that in a touetous lunacie he gropt ſoʒ them, held them faſt, 
and eryed out the Plague, the Plague, oh Yell, Vell, the De⸗ 
uill, the deuill. 

So his man Ben perſwaded him to be quiet, and to remem⸗ 
ber the poꝛe man: the paze man, J marry Ben, well ſaid (q».. 
the Jew) where is he? J will giue him his land agane J toke 
ſrom him wꝛongfullp, and then he ſtõwd ſtaring hum in the face: 
hes will not line long ſaith his man, ſtay you w.th hin and 
talke with him, till J goe ont and call ſo:ne neigguours to be 
(3:2) mes 

The Farmer was contcnt,x ſo Beniamen went out andie!t 
£"0::2 two together: as ſone as he was gons, the pooꝛe man 
began to inſtrua him to God. ward , and ſctag he was ready 
to die, to make reſtitution of ſuch 1 02 Lands — 
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with · held from an man by crto2 tion. 

At this the Jewe lokt on him bery ghaſtly , and ſpyed the 
Uzall that p pwze man helde in his hand vnder his cloak:with 
that, in a rage hee cryed out, what haſt thou there in the glaſſe? 
phiſicke to tale my conſcience that burnes like Mell hath the 
dincll ſent to heale me. 

The Farmer ſeeing this deſperate Jewe bopde of all grace 
and giuen ouer by God into a rep2obateſence , anſwered him 
b:iefly, he hath ſent me to the,  vild Uſurer, I haue bzought 
thee Phificke from the Deuill to helpe thee. Oh welcome, wel⸗ 
come ſapes the Jew, what is in it? what is in it? Pary ſaith 
the Farmer, there is in it theſe ſimples following. 

Heere are the teares of poꝛe men diſtilled from their eyes 
thꝛough the anguiſh of thy exto2tion, and they are made luke; 
warme with the ſcalding fiches that thzobs from their ſozrow- 
full hearts, tempered with the curſes of Middowes and D2- 
phanes,whom thou haſt bzonght to beggery: theſe boyld with 
the fire of Gods wzath, and put vp by the Deuil into a violl of 
deſpaire, pꝛepared fo2 thee to dꝛinke, that after thou haſt take 
this potion, thon inayeſt goe to the deuill without repentance. 

Then giue it me (quoth he) and ſo he ſnatcht the viall of poi⸗ 
ſon out of the poze mans hand, and dꝛunke it off: the conſeſſi- 
ſon being frong began to ſuffocate his ſences, that he lay ſtill: 
petteiuing that he could not liue long, thought now, ſ&ing no 
body was there, to pꝛouide fo2 himſelfe : conuep any cheſts he 
could not:ſteale any amds he might nof, fo: he had no oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nitie, and therefoze God putting it into his minde, hee tooke 
penne and papet, and wzit a ſcedule to this effec.

loachim Gorion being whole of minde, though ſicke in bo⸗ 
dy toucht with remoꝛſe of tonſtiente ſoꝛ the manifeſt wꝛongs 
that I haue pꝛoffered to infinit poze men, Nliddowes, ann 
Fatherleſſe childzen, hoping that the mercic of God is moꝛe 
then 
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chen my lins, do o2daine Hans van Limericke my lawfnll heit 
and Crecuto2, as aman whome aboue all I haue moſt wzon- 
ged, conditionally that he reward my man Beniamin, fog his 
faithfull ſeruice: and fo the ſurpluſage, let it be to him and to 
his heirss foz euer, of all my gods, lands, Cattles and moue- 
ables: and that this is my laſt will and teſtament, J haue 
thereto ſet my ſeale at aries. 

Hans Limericke haning thus cunningly wzitten if, and be- 
ing a god penman, ſo excellently well counterfeited his hand 
that it might not eaftly be diſcerned but the Jew himſelfe had 
waitten it: ſo pulling his ſeale off from his finger, he ſealed it, 
and then wꝛapping it vp, put it in a purſe that hung about the 
Jewes necke, fo2 loachim was already ſencelefſe, and lay ſta- 
ring, but the poiſon had ſo ſuffocated his pipes, that he could 
not ſpeake. 

By that came Beniamin with two oz tha pe men and 
Women to watch with him, whereupon the, Farmer toke his 
teaue: and his man aſked him what newes: J can get no other 
anſivere ofhim than this, that when he 1s dead J ſhall heare 
what he will doe. At that the Jew lowkt Ben inthe face, and 
as well as he could, pointed to Hans, meaning how he had poi- 
ſoned him, but they toke it that he meant ſome god ſhould be 
done unto Hans, 

After his death, as ſoone as he was gone, the poiſon came to 
the laſt erigent, and the pangs of death dꝛewe on, and they all 
perteiued that there was no hope of life, which ſozted accoz- 
ding to their expectations, ſo2 within one halfe houre after, the 
Jew died. 

As ſone as Beniamin ſaw him dead her ſhed teares, moꝛe 
fo: faſhion then fo2 loue: and hauing likea wiſe Coke lickt 
his owne fingers, that he ncedeno further legacy to ſhadowe 
the matter, ſent one ſtraight to ſigniſte the matter vnto the 
Burgamaſters, that loac him the Jew was dead, aud ſeing 
that he had neither made will, noz pet had any kindꝛed that 
might claime it as his heirc, it were beſt ſoz them to loke ſoz 
the diſpoſing of his goods. | — 
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The Burgamaſters coimmung thither, with a general! con- 
fent, began to ſuruap cnery cheſt in the houſe, and to ſ 
each coꝛner putting all into an inuentoꝛie that they found, 
bing ſummed together, xedounded to an infinit wealth, be⸗ 
fides his lands, leaſes, and tene ments, that he had in the Cit- 
tie and country there about. At laſi miling the keyes of cer- 
taine cheſfs that could not be vulocut. Beiuamin told the they 
hung at out his neck at his purſe: they wondꝛing at the er- 
teeding couctouſneſſe offuch a miſerab:e man, ied tooke 
his parſe, and ſearching what was in it, found the fcrowle 
which Limcricke had mitten, ſemed with the Fewes feale at 
arimes:which when they had well read ouer and defetminey 
vpon, they all cenſured that God had put ſome remoꝛſt into 
his temitiente, both to make him heire whom he hadlo high- 
ly wꝛonged, and that he was in ſo god a mind ta make reſti⸗ 
tution ofhisnuſdeeds.Upon this chey called a Conuocation in 
their State Hhouſe, they ſent after Hans, and by a generall de⸗ 
tree, made him a lamfull inheritour to the Aew:fo Hans from 
a begger became rither then any Burgamaſter, did many god 
derds to the pe, made reſtitution and well rewarded Benia- 
min, thanking Sod that the miſerable vſarer had conetouſly 
gathered and had him to be his heire, whom he neuer ſo much 
as once dꝛe unt ol.

N the Country of Deron{lire,nof farre from E xceter there 
dwelted aRope-maker whoſe name J c2nceate :this Rope- 
maker (whom J will call Richard) was abont the age of 
fome foztv pires, and he was a parlous ſoute ellow, ill loucd 
of his netrhbours, becanÞT he fo vnkindly liked of his wines: 
foꝛ this isl tomp mien had bin natied to thice wines in ten 
ycerts, and had vicrd them all o hardly, that he kuled them all 

with kindnes. 
This besught hin in ſuch hatred amongſt all his neigyvoꝛs. 
t- 
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that though he were a man of very good wealth, end befides 
bis occupacion, landed: yet the pooꝛ eſt t baſeſt wench in tte 
whole countrye, did diſdaine to matet herfeif with ſuch aſran- 
ticke husband, ſo that being a wx iddowet, bet had no hope euer 
to match humſcife again, where he was knowne, and there- 
foe apparclling himſelfe hanſomelp, and putting ſtoze of 
crownes in his purſe, de went into Sommerſetſhire hatd by 
Tanton, and there was a ſutoz to a widdowes daughter that 
was a good pꝛoppet maide and wellfausuted, but ofno great 
wealth, e thcrioze the eaſier tobe wood , won of a ſtranger. 
Chis rope-makerbeing a good pꝛoppet man, and of a cones 

ly perſonage,became aſuto; tos this maide, whoſe name was 
Mary , a wench of a good bone anda luſty complerion, much 
like to Lancaſhire bzeed, the maitenentring into conũderati- 
on ol her mothers eſtate , and her owne pouertie, andſecing 
ſhe had few ſuters, becaaſe the hope of her dow3ie was but 
im ili, liſtned the rather to Kichards motion, who becing of a 
ſmootbe tongue, ant could ſet out himſelſe well in talke,as the 
Tiger when he meanes to pzey,then tuet hideth hisclawcs, 
and wo ere the Foo2d-runnes \moothelk , there is it decpeſtifo 
as the olds pꝛouetbe is, the ſtill Sowe cafes vp all the dꝛaffe: 
and he could vie ſuch ciuill behamour,frickt out with ſuch e · 
loquence and gloucus tearmes, that in ſt oꝛt iime hee wonns 
the wench and marrted her, and after hee bad remained a 
werke 92 two at home with her gzo0therohe fooke his leaue to 
car rie her home to his owne houie: although there was ſeme 
ſo2row at pal ting betweene the Bother and Daughter, pet 
becauſe ſhe loued Richard well · hee tooke if paticntly,and be-

Richard (miltng at this reply, made his wife this 
anſwere: duſwiie (qvoth de) H out Lady kaus appeared vnta 
ou, our Lozd her ſoune bath ewed me a-viſion, that he that 
ih an ill wife and will not beat her, ſhall lead Apes. im bell 
fe; his lebaz, and with that he fell vppoa her, and pummeld 
det ſo ſoundly, that be had almoſt kild ber, and ſhe began 
dalfetocepent that the followed the clvc wemevs-conalaile: 
yet hoping tos time to revenge , ſte bare all thrgs with the 
mo2e patience, and fiadiag opcztunitie vppon a day 63 fra af- 
ter fo ſpeske with di t gollips, ſus teuealed vnto them thecon- 
tents ofthe ould wives counſaile, whereat thiy t.iumpbing 
and glozying in this determination, they pꝛomiſcd to plagus 
bim. and to perfo:m2 whatſocuer ſhoutdriboundto der tom 
moditis, ano wing ſuch leerec:e, as that it houldnouec come 
out by any meanes whatſoeutr. „ 

Exe paſſing on thus, it foꝛluned that onr Rope-maker, 
and his maide, were wont every weeks twice, to get to a 
range bouſe, and tycre ſhe toracd tho wheele u hilt be wie 
ſced bis Ropes: when their bullnes was done, u hat excerciſe 
they vcd J know not: one day amengſt tte ref, Richard 
and his maide gotug alone to this (olitatic place, to moke t). ic 
ropes, be comm ꝛunded is wife to fil ttem a bottle ſult ot 
d2:inkc>fo; te could not retarne beo:e mit: the giad of ibis 
opaztanttce,put the doꝛmitatit powder that the ould frife bas 
giuen ber into the bottel, whicd tyep taking went their waies 
meryly togethec aud the dziak and ttrpowder with fovging 
was made a mcete potion: ſgone as they were gone he ſept 
out and went tober Golſips, and difcorurſt vnto them the
